A DECLARATORY RESOLUTION designating 
an "Economic Revitalization Area" 
under I.C. 6-1.1-12.1. 

WHEREAS, Petitioner has duly filed its petition dated 


January 18, 1984, to have the following described property 
designated and declared an "Economic Revitalization Area" under 
Division 6, Article II, Chapter 2 of the Municipal Code of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, of 1974, as amended, and I.C. 6-1.1- 
12.1., to-wit: 


Lot #418, Lot #419, Lot #420, Lot #452 
and Lot #453, together with adjoining 
vacated alleys, in Samuel Hanna's Ad¬ 
dition, excepting therefrom part of 
Lot #418, Lot #419, Lot 420, and Lot 
#452, and the adjoining vacated alleys, 
in Samuel Hanna's Addition, as recorded 
in Deed Record "C", pages 525-526, in 
the Office of the Recorder of Allen 
County, Indiana, more particularly 
described as follows: 

Beginning at the Northwest corner of 
Lot #452 in Samuel Hanna's Addition as 
recorded in the plat thereof in the 
Office of the Recorder of Allen County, 
Indiana; thence East along the North 
line of Lot #452, a distance of 15.3

SECTION 1. That, subject to the requirements of Section

and declared an "Economic Revitalization Area" under I.C. 6-1.1- 
12.1. Said designation shall begin upon the effective date of 
the Confirming Resolution referred to in Section 3 of this Resolu¬ 
tion and shall continue for one (1) year thereafter. Said desig¬ 
nation shall terminate at the end of that one-year period. 

SECTION 2. That upon adoption of this Resolution: 

(a) Said Resolution shall be filed with the Allen 
County Assessor; 

(b) Said Resolution shall be referred to the Committee 
on Finance and shall also be referred to the De¬ 
partment of Economic Development requesting a re¬ 
commendation from said department concerning the 
advisability of designating the above designated 
area an "Economic Revitalization Area"; 

(c) Common Council shall publish notice in accordance 
with I.C. 5-3-1 of the adoption and substance of 
this Resolution and setting this designation as an 
"Economic Revitalization Area" for public hearing; 

(d) If this Resolution involves an area that has al¬ 
ready been designated an allocation area under 
I.C. 36-7-14-39, then the Resolution shall be re¬ 
ferred to the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission 
and said designation as an "Economic Revitalization 
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Area" shall not be finally approved unless said 
Commission adopts a resolution approving the peti¬ 
tion . 


SECTION 2. That this Resolution shall be subject to 
being confirmed, modified and confirmed or rescinded after public
